The aide said Stevens deserved, 
but didn't get, “ full, fighting sup­ 
port” from higher up.

Frank Pace, announced his resig­ 
nation from his $10,000-a-year job 
yesterday in a letter congratulat­ 
ing Stevens on the gallant battle 
you are trying to put up for the 
Army.” 
Kane, reached by phone, did not 
say which of Stevens’ superiors 
he felt hadn’t rallied to the secre- 
tarv’s side in the dispute over Mc­
